FUNDING SUMMARY

FY 2016: Appropriates atotal of $365.2 million to the Department of Transportation (DOT). Thisincludes
$49.9 million from the Road Use Tax Fund (RUTF), $315.3 million from the Primary Road Fund (PRF), and
2,872.0 FTE positions.

FY 2017: Appropriates atotal of $181.6 million for FY 2017 to the DOT. With the exception of certain
capital appropriations, the FY 2017 appropriations are funded at 50.0% of the FY 2016 levels.
Appropriations appearing in FY 2017 but not in FY 2016 include funding for transportation maps and the
Mount Pleasant/Fairfield combined garage facility.
